HE \lexan ler IT] bridge which con 
nects the Esplanade des Invalides

There are 
minute, five-minute and 10-minute repeat- 
ers, chronographs, split-seconds, sixth of 
a second, perpetual calendars, chronome 
ters with pivoted vortex-detent, ete. Two 
watches with universal time (24 hours and 
local time) deserve especial mention 

As is well known, the house of Jurgen 
sen was founded at Copenhagen in i740 
and at Locle in 1835. It has always paid 
great attention to the quality of its manu 
factures, its specialty being timepieces of 
precision, marine chronometers, astro 
nomical clocks and pocket chronometers. 
Hence, the firm has confined itself to ar 
tistic horology, and is now enjoying well 
deserved fame. To the modern pieces ex 
hibited have been added others which, 
Irom a retrospective view point, present a 
veritable history of the successive phases 
through which the different improvements 
in the execution of these marvelous works 
of art have passed. We cannot too wu 
gently call the attention of visitors to 
the Exposition to these works which bear 
high testimony of what the house of Jur 
gensen has conceived and produced. This 
retrospective exhibit confers honor on 
Locle, which has always been the cradle 
of good taste and of incessant efforts to 
develop and perfect the art of horology 
At the Universal Exposition of Paris its 
marvelous industry appears in all its 
plendor

Judge Kohisaat Decides Goods Imported from 
Philippines Without Payment of Duty 
Are Subject to Seizure. 
Cuicaco, IIL, July 14 The question 
the dutiability of merchandise coming 
rom the Philippine Islands to the United 
States, and incidentally the question of thi 
onstitution of. the United States extending 
over the new possessions, has been decided 
hy Judge Kohlsaat, of the United States 
District Court The decision was given in 
the Pepke diamond case, July 11, and de 
clares that merchandise bought in the isl 
ind of Luzon and brought to the United 
States is dutiabl 
May 18 last, Thomas W. Keefe, a cus 
toms ofhcer, seized 14 diamond rings and 
turned them over to the Collector of Cus 
toms. The claim was made by the Gov 
ernment that the stones were smuggled 
nto San Francisco, May 1, 1899, by Emil 
J. Pepke, who had bought them in a for 
gn country, the island of Luzon, and that 


when so imported and bought they were 


mie rchandise subject to duty. The de fe mse 
made by Mr Pepk« is that he is a citizen 
the United States \s a soldier in a 


North Dakota regiment he was ordered to 
the Philippines, later returned with the 
regiment and was honorably discharged 
rom military duty, Sept. 25, 1899. While 
in Luzon he purchased 11 diamonds and 
secured three rings as security for loans 
which the owner uiled to redeem; that all 
the rings were secured subsequent to the 


ratification of the treaty of peace between 
the United States and Spain; that the 
rings were seized May 18, 1900, by Officer 
Keefe Mr. Pepke asserts the rings are 


not dutiable: that by the ratification of 


peace the Philippines became a part of the 
territory of the United States, and, being 
such, it was beyond the power of Congress 
or any collection officer to require him to 
pay duties on merchandise purchased in 
Luzon, then a part of the United States, 
and brought to California, another part o 
the United States, and that the imposition 

such duties is a violation of the consti 
tutional right of the owner The Court, 
ifter hearing the arguments of the coun 
sel, sustained the demurrer of the United 


States to Mr Pepke’'s answel The deei 
ion in full:

CHAPTER IV. | 


(Continuation of Orderly Proceeding with the Work.) 


This example illustrates the mode of procedure in posi- 
tion adjustment as well as the use of the poising weight 
on the spring. While | might cite many others, equally 
illustrative of the principles | have endeavored to explain, 
I believe this one will suffice to give the reader an idea of 
the work and the result of their application. The work 
of adjusting to isochronism and positions is done prin 
cipally in putting in the balance spring, the watch being 
otherwise in good order. If that is done right the result 
should be satisfactory. It is a saving of time when put 
ting in new balance springs, or adjusting old ones, for 
position adjustment, to exert one’s best effort in the first 
instance. If we take proper pains in making the drawing 
for the curves, and do not rest until we have the exact 
form of them transferred to the spring in the manner I 
have described (17), the result, except for some local dis- 
turbance extraneous to the spring, will be satisfactory. At 
any rate, we can do no better, and should do no less, than 
make the spring, the pinning of it into collet and stud, as 
well as the terminals, as perfect as possible. The idea of 
resorting to deformation of the curves, or excentration 
of the spring in any way, to accomplish position adjust- 
ment or isochronism, is contrary to sound principles and 
should not be entertained. If we cannot trace abnormal 
discrepancies to mechanical defects, and have done the 
best we know how with the spring, we should let them 
pass or resort to the means I have indicated in the above 
example. 

If, after we have put in a balance spring, or changed 
an old one to adjust it for positions, we have brought it 
up to approximate isochronism, it is then ready to be ad- 
justed to temperature. 

The adjustment to isochronism must precede tempera- 
ture adjustment, because in passing from one tempera- 
ture to another the arcs of motion of the balance will 
change, and if the isochronism of the spring were very 
defective the result of temperature trials would not be a 
true index of the temperature error, and our work in that 
particular would be defective. 

It is customary in factories and with many watch- 
makers here and abroad to make the rate of a watch 


agree in the extremes of temperature, say, in those of 


40° and 95 This necessitates both a refrigerator and 
an oven. I think this method unwise, for reasons al- 
ready stated (14). Since we cannot obtain uniform rate 
in all temperatures, and since the middle temperature 
error is smaller when the extremes are less far apart, and 
since watches seldom ever get into a temperature below 
60°—and if they ever do, the fact can be taken account 
of in the record—it seems to me more sensible to adjust 
them to a mean temperature, say, 68° to 70°, and that 
of 95°. This will obviate the necessity of a refrigerator. 
A. watch so adjusted will not vary over 2 seconds in 24 
hours in any temperature between these; and if it should 
ever get into a temperature below the mean, we know 
what it will do. A watch adjusted to a mean tempera- 
ture and that of 95°, will lose from 8 to 10 seconds in 24 
hours, in a temperature of 40°. ‘There is a further reason 
for dispensing with the refrigerator: In passing from 
one extreme of temperature to the other, moisture fre- 
quently condenses on the movement, which, if it happens 
on the balance spring, may rust and destroy its useful- 
ness, 

For an oven, we must have the means for mz uintaining 
automatically an even temperature. One very convenient 
for the repairer is made by Mr. Logan, of Waltham, Mass. 
It is a foot high, made of nickel-plated sheet tin, with a 
close compartment, five inches cube, separated by a per- 
forated shelf, capable of containing a dozen movements, 
visible through a glass front. The heat supplied is from 
a gas jet, the flow of which is regulated by a compound 
lamina in the interior of the compartment. A thermome- 
ter in the interior and visible through the glass shows 
the temperature. I have had such an oven running for 
weeks in all seasons of the year without any visible varia- 
tion in the height of the column of mercury.

New German Glass. 


NDER date of May 29, 1900, Consul 
Hughes writes from Coburg: “In 

the Saxon Art Club at Dresden there are 
on exhibition at present two large glass 
pictures exemplifying a new kind of ma- 
terial called ‘Theophilus glass,’ which the 
manufacturer thinks unites the advantages 
American opalescent glass with the ca 
pacity of being able to stand the burning- 
in process. The firm of Putzler Brothers, 
in Penzig, has been manufacturing for 
some time this glass, as made by A. Frey- 







stadtl. The way in which it is made, it is 
‘laimed, is quite different from that of the 
American opalescent glass. It receives its 


color in a pot and is then blown in large 
cylinders—a process quite similar to the 
manufacture of window panes. The win- 
dows manufactured by Freystadt! show on 
large unpainted places (which would ap- 
pear empty and hard if ordinary glass had 
been used) a mild luster and a soft play of 
color. Freystadtl has received a large or- 
der for supplying the newly built house 
of the St. John’s Guild, at Riga, with fig- 
ures, coats of arms, and ornaments in this 
material. Looking at this new discovery 
irom an impartial point of view, the Theo- 
philus glass is wanting in that beautiful 
luster and finish of our world-known Tiff- 
any glass, many poor and inartistic imita- 
tions of which are being put by Germans 
yn the markets of the world.” 


Some French Pottery at the Paris Ex- 
position. 


Paris Correspondence, New York /¥mes 
Shee general tendency of the modern 
French school of pottery is to return 
to Gallo-Roman forms, but not in a spirit of 
slavish imitation. It would seem, too, that 
the theories of Rodin in sculpture have had 
distinct influence upon ceramists such as 
Delaperche, Lachenal, Dalpayrat, Chaplet, 
Michel Cazin, and others. These artists ne- 
glect needless details and are guided by an 
aim which is in its essence architectural. 
Lachenal in particular, with whose work 
several successful annual exhibitions at 
Georges Petit’s have made us familiar, evi- 
dently believes in Rodin’s famous theory of 
the harmonious law of accidents, for the 
design on many of his pots is left to the 
chance markings of the liquid color which 
has been allowed to trickle over their sur- 
faces. The effect is, without any exception, 
quite pleasing, a little startling at first by 
reason of its excessive naiveteé. 

M. Damousse, whose work is often seen 
it the Salon, exhibits a new process, which 
is noteworthy. He has succeeded in manu- 
facturing out of the enamel glaze which he 
uses for his pottery little vessels of quaint 
shape and of vitreous, gemlike translucid- 
ity. The difficulty here, of course, has been 
to give the substance a form. ‘Michel Cazin 
is represented by strong, stern designs in 
stone ware, with close folding leaves and 
fine medium tints, the whole instinct with 
classical sobriety. The Copenhagen Mu 
seum may be congratulated on having ac- 
quired Texile Doat’s exquisite brown plate 
with a central design in white pate de

Sevres of a nude youth playing with a mask. 
[he same artist's cameolike “Pomona,” 
purchased many times over and by more 
than one German museum, is as perfect as 
an antique gem. It will be curious to note 
whether these specimens of modern French 
pottery which have been purchased for ex- 
port abroad will intluence foreign styles. 

In the pre-Revolutionary period it is 
quite easy to see how the styles of the 
different manufacturers reacted on one an- 
other, and how frequent were the ex- 
changes. “Old Saxe” visited Sévres, where 
she was received with royal magnificence, 
and she looked in at Versailles and at hum- 
ble little Seaux and left traces of her pas- 
sage at old Chantilly. Vincennes and Men- 
necy were the humble neighbors of Sévres, 
and copied her majestic bearing and stately 
reds and blues, though, of course, at a re- 
spectful distance Marseilles exchanged 
brilliant bouquets of flowers with Nar- 
bonne. Niedevillier, her little rustic re- 

eat in Lorraine, had memories of having 
once heard Watteau’s voice and touched the 
hand of Fragonard. The rich cream white 
of old Apt was a legacy which Doual, Creil, 
and Montereau divided among them. Wedg- 
wood and Worcester were friends across 
the Channel of Sarreguemines and St. 
Cloud. 

All this intercourse, coeval with such 
visits as Voltaire’s to Frederick the Great 
at Potsdam, between those fine old speci- 
mens of the porcelain noblesse of Europe, 
came to an end in the general discord of 
the Revolution. And they have never been 
resumed, though many of the very choicest 
specimens of French and foreign pottery 
exhibited here have found purchasers 
among amateurs from all parts of the 
world. It is impossible, however, to dis 
cover, for the present at any rate, the least 
trace of French influence on the foreign 
pottery of to-day 

To compare the products of the local 
French potteries with the older sort, it is 
necessary to pay a visit to the Exhibition 
of Retrospective Art. There we find some 
of the finest specimens in existence of old 
Rouen ware, Nevers ware and de Moustier 
faience, together with Limoges enamels, 
including Leonard Limousin’s famous 
“Festin des Dieux.” The modern art of 
enameling is so hopelessly inferior that 
there is little or nothing to be said about it. 

More or less successful efforts are made 
to imitate the old Limoges enamel. Of 
course it is not quite fair to compare the 
older with the modern specimens, ri the 
latter are always at a certain disadvantage. 
The vivifying effect of age can never be 
artificially obtained, and it is the worst 
kind of charlatanism to attempt to do so.
